“MEXICO ERROR 


Should Be Permitted to 
Solve Own Problems. 


Intervention in Mexico wes termed

“ Villa's capture is bound to be largely 
a matter of luck,” Prof. Starr said.

Dried Bean Fe 


HERE are likely two reasons why 
people are failing with my recipe 
kor cooking dried beans straight 
from the bag. First, they do not 
use a kettle of the right size. One 
holding two quarts is just a little too 
small for one cup of beans and four of 
water. The smaller the kettle the more 
likely some of the water is to boil over: 
and this means failure for two reasons 
If the water boils over it is a good sign | 
that there is too much fire, probably 
enough to harden the pretein of the 
beans so that they wili not cook soft, 
really, though cooked many hours there-. 
after. The water loss is serious of itself. 
because we have to put back Into the bean 
what was dried out in the ripening, or it 
will not come soft.
